“ No witness heard a shell in the 
air,” the report continued, “ no 
witness heard a shell strike the 
ship, only one such discharg e was 
seen. The flash was distinctly re­ 
ported by three witnesses . . .no 
splash of the projectile was seen.” 
The report said that the com­ 
mander of the Athenia stated it 
occurred to him that the subma­ 
rine mig ht be try ing to destroy 
the Athenia’s radio apparatus, but 
that any statement by him to this 
effect was in error because he had 
no ev idence of it.

Similar tests were made o n a 
gro up o f go o d drivers, represented 
by the truck drivers o f a certain 
co rpo ratio n. 
Variatio ns in their 
driving efficiency were measured 
in terms o f accident frequency be­ 
fo re and after testing.

the administratio n o f the special 
tests, the reco rds o f the tested 
drivers impro ved even mo re.

gro up o f untested drivers fro m the

Technique Impro ved 
The o nly co nclusio n that can be 
drawn, acco rding to the autho rs 
o f the tests, was that the tests 
in questio n made better drivers 
o ut o f go o d o nes and materially 
impro ved bo th the driving tech­ 
nique and the cautio n o f the po o r 
drivers. 
The success o f the ex periment 
with the go o d drivers suggested 
an ex tensio n o f the pro cess to 
drivers who se talents were rated 
as just o rdinary o r po o r. 
One 
hundred and fo rty -fo ur o f these 
were tested and co mpared to an 
untested co ntro l gro up o f the same 
number. Fo r two y ears fo llo wing 
the ex periment, the tested drivers 
had 8 5.5 per cent less accidents 
than the untested gro up.

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PRESSURE FOR LICENTIOUS DEGRAD­ 
ING LIBRARY BOOKS 
It seems that some of the most degrading, im­ 
moral, unAmerican and unChristian books at the 
library are requested by women who regard them­ 
selv es as leaders of the social set. 
If there is no other way of stopping this demand 
for books that are degrading, it would seem that 
publishing the names of the people making requests 
for licentious books would hav e a tendency to 
bring the matter out in the open. If these women, 
who hold their heads so high and pose as being 
of so much importance, had to publicly request 
these kinds of books, they might hesitate to gratify 
their low appetites. 
The demand for books like the “ Grapes of 
Wrath” undoubtedly comes from women who are 
too mentally lazy to read anything rational and 
hav e to keep their minds entertained and amused 
some way. They seem willing to do this ev en at 
public expense and want the honest humble work­ 
er, who has no taste or time for this kind of de­ 
prav ed literature, to buy these books for them. 
Libraries were originally intended to be an ele­ 
v ating influence to the community and not to be 
used to stimulate morbid natures. 
A Mttle more care on the part of people making 
requests for profane, licentious, demoralizing and 
degrading books will make it easier for the librar­ 
ian and the library board to giv e greater v ariety of 
books that will build character instead of destroy 
it. 
It might be well for the library to adopt the 
policy of not buying a book until it is seasoned. In 
this way, the library would not be cluttered up 
with a lot of temporarily popular books that are 
of little v alue after the momentary flash has 
past. Most of these books are popular simply for 
the reason that they enable the reader to talk 
about a new book, and, thus, satisfy the ego and 
v anity of the reader that she has read something 
other people hav e not and, thus, appear to be su­ 
perior to those who hav e not read it. 
»+»-------------------- 
OPPORTUNITY FOR CONGRESS 
It is a highly significant fact that the conserv a­ 
tism in fiscal matters shown by the last Con­ 
gress has inv igorated business. 
The refusal of 
Congress, especially in the closing weeks, to en­ 
dorse more fiscal lunacy, in the v iew of v arious 
authorities, becomes a tangible influence in the in­ 
terest of industrial recov ery. 
That being true, think what would result from 
a genuine economy program, based on a realistic 
surv ey of the nation’s great tax and deficit prob­ 
lem. Think what would happen if our lawmakers 
said flatly that no additional taxes will be im­ 
posed—that the day of unbalanced budgets must 
end—and that a real start will be made toward 
orderly reduction of the debt, and to balancing 
outgo with income. 
The consequence of such a policy would be to 
open up great new reserv oirs of productiv e inv est­ 
ment—and to put an army of unemployed men 
and women to work. For nothing can be so dis­ 
couraging to industry and commerce as a contin­ 
uous policy of “ deficit financing” by gov ernment, 
Nothing can do more to increase the v ast ranks 
of the jobless. 
In a few months Congress will meet again. And 
it will face a great opportunity—an opportunity 
to adopt a policy of fiscal sanity that will dispel 
today’s widespread fears of potential national 
bankruptcy, and will giv e the industries of the 
country the chance to expand, to progress, to em­ 
ploy, to build, that they seek. Nothing could be 
of greater or more permanent benefit to this 
troubled nation.

'LEARN TO LABOR’— 
(By W. Kee Maxwell in Los Angeles, Cal., Times) 
Not long ago an expensiv e automobile parked in 
front of a modest two-story brick building on the 
main business street of a small Midwestern city. A 
prosperous looking man, well past middle age, got 
out of the car and entered the building. 
“ Can I take a look around here? ” be inquired 
of the store proprietor. 
“ I built this building 31 
years ago and I’d like to see how the job is stand­ 
ing up.” 
He inspected the place from basement to roof 
and came back smiling. 
Looks O.K.,” he said. “ This was my first con­ 
tract. I laid ev ery one of these brick myself.” 
He handed the merchant a card. 
It bore the 
name of one of the biggest contractors in the coun­ 
try—a name connected with the construction of 
sev eral of the nation’s most noted structures. 
He 
had progressed from two-story country stores to 
skyscrapers because he nev er lost interest in how 
his work stood up. 
Check ov er the list of men who hav e made this 
the greatest industrial country in the world and 
you will discov er two things about them. 
They “ learned to labor." 
They wanted their work to stand up. 
A little ov er a generation ago it became the 
noble purpose of our people to giv e ev erybody 
the adv antages of “ higher education.” The uncon­ 
scious assumption back of this program was tha* 
our boys and girls in the future should be lifted 
abov e the necessity of manual toil. The farmer’s 
son no longer would be burdened with his chores- 
the grocer s son would be released from clerking- 
the artisan s son would escape the saw. the trowel’ 
tiie tin shears, the blowtorch. “ Higher education’’ 
would educate us away from grime and sweat into 
the ranks of the white collar. 
Pretty generally it has accomplished that pur­ 
pose. 


MOST UNADULTERATED NERVE OF GALL 
If there is anything that is unadulterated nerv e 
or shows senile mentality or just plain dishonesty 
it is the statement that spending by recipients of 
pensions by the Townsend method or by the Ham 
and Eggs method of warrants benefits the rest of 
the social group. 
The leaders of these mov ements inv ariably make 
this claim as a reason for adopting pensions or 
warrants. It is astounding the number of people 
who hav e been prev iously regarded as hav ing a 
certain amount of common sense that continue 
to make this assertion. 
* 
If this assertion be true that because pensions 
are spent the workers who produce the wealth are 
benefited instead of harmed because it makes 
more work for the producers, then a cyclone that 
destroys wealth benefits workers, then an earth­ 
quake that destroys wealth benefits workers, then 
loans to foreign countries which are repudiated 
that permit, foreign countries to buy large amounts 
of food, shelter, and indulgences from us, benefit 
the workers. 
If these taxes on production to be turned ov er 
to the seniors to spend is a benefit to the workers 
then a storekeeper will be greatly benefited and 
become prosperous if he calls in ev ery senior citi­ 
zen that passes his store and giv es him money 
prov ided the recipient will agree to spend it in 
his store. 
If this destroying or consuming wealth secured 
by pensions benefits those who produce, then, 
ev ery time a child is born into the home makes 
the home more prosperous so long as the child 
produces nothing and only consumes. 
These absurdities abov e recited are just as reas­ 
onable, just as sensible, just as logical, just as 
true as to claim that spending money or warrants 
receiv ed from pensions will benefit the people 
that produce wealth. 
I am not pointing out the ridiculousness of the 
Townsend and Ham and Egg plans for any pleas­ 
ure I get out of it, but simply because these peo­ 
ple who make such absurd claims are doing a great 
harm to society and if they gain enough conv erts 
to put their “ something for nothing” scheme on 
the statutes there will be untold misery and suf­ 
fering as a result of people permitting these ir­ 
rational claims to go unchallenged. 
This fa lla cy undoubtedly comes from the fact 
that when a man buys and consumes something 
there is usually a small profit on the purchase and 
the profit is not consumed. This profit, which 
is cost of goods plus, benefits the seller and causes 
employment. But the wealth that is consumed 
leav es just that much less wealth for all others 
to consume. It absolutely benefits no one except 
the indiv idu&l that consumes it. It makes all wealth 
harder to get because of this consumption. 
It is certainly a pleasant illusion that people 
can become so confused that they can actually 
believ e that their consumption of wealth benefits 
others. It benefits the producers and other con­ 
sumers no more than the cyclone, earthquake, 
floods, pests, fires, and losses of loans to foreign 
countries benefits society, and we know that these 
losses of wealth do not benefit society. 
It is unadulterated nerv e to contend consump­ 
tion benefits producers.

WAR-TIME BUYING EXPECTED TO STIMU­ 
LATE U. S. BUSINESS AFTER DEMAND 
STRENGTHENS 
(Oakland, Calif., Tribune) 
While it is too soon to calculate the effects of 
war on the United States, there are sev eral eco­ 
nomic dev elopments that seem likely to ev entuate. 
Purchases by belligerents, as well as div ersion of 
orders from countries now preoccupied with war, 
are expected to offset the shock to business re­ 
sulting from the outbreak of hostilities. 
The experience of 1914-1918 cannot be an accur­ 
ate guide in the present situation because of two 
changes: 
First, the United States now is a credi­ 
tor Nation and in 19.14 it was a debtor; second, a 
bull market spree such as took place in the early 
years of the first World War will run afoul the 
controls exercised by the Securities and Exchange 
and Commodity Exchange Administrations. 
The 
changed condition of American economy is indi­ 
cated by the fa ct that from a position of being a 
net debtor to foreign capital to the extent of be­ 
tween $1,500,000,000 and $93,500,000,000 in 1914, the 
United States had changed to the position of a net 
creditor by the end of 1916. Primarily this was due 
to a surplus of $4,867,000,000 in exports ov er im­ 
ports for the two years 1915-1916. 
This trend seems likely to take place again. 
France and England can raise billions in cash to 
make outright purchases here on a large scale, 
j They cannot purchase munitions 
Britain regards its financial standing as good, 
with gold reserv es of more than $1,000,000,000 
British inv estments in this country now total about 
$1,750,000,000. In addition British bank balances in 
the United States contain about $500,000,000 which 
could be utilized immediately. 
France has a huge 
gold hoajd of $2,500,000,000. It has about $300,000,- 
000 in inv estments here and all but approximately 
$25,000,000 could be conv erted readily into cash

I was not responsible for that. 
Doubtless Dorothy has been far

The M e r r y - G o - R o u n d

WASHINGTON—A black cat 
has become the symbol of new 
and warmer Anglo-American re­ 
lations. 
When the now-famous 
feline was taken into the arms 
of the new British Ambassador, 
Lord Lothian, he inauguratetd a 
change which may profoundly af­ 
fect U. S. attitude toward the 
present war. 
Lothian 
emerged 
from 
the 
White House after presenting his 
credentials to Roosev elt. Camera­ 
men were waiting. 
One of them 
held a black cat, captured on the 
White House grounds. They had 
heard that "this guy Lothian” 
was a good fellow, 
and 
they 
wanted to test him. 
They asked him to pose with 
the cat in his arms. If they had 
asked 
his 
predecessor, 
giant, 
gangling Sir Ronald Lindsay, the 
answer would hav e been a dis­ 
dainful 
"No.” 
But 
Lothian 
snTiled, put the cat on his shoul­ 
der, and prov ided a cameraman’s 
holiday. 
There was no clowning, 
and 
Lothian lost no dignity, but he 
made a hit with the photograph­ 
ers, and they made a picture that 
was seen by millions. 
The cat 
was promptly dubbed “ Crisis” . 
The British embassy has long 
needed an improv ement in press 
relations. 
British newsmen cov ­ 
ering Washington hav e complain­ 
ed to London that ev ery mov e 
here gets a poor play—sometimes 
v ery bad play. 
And they point­ 
ed to the aloofness and lack of 
common touch shown by the em­ 
bassy under Lindsay. 
This is now changing, and it 
may ev en be that the U. S. will 
be warmed to a more strongly 
pro-British attitude by one diplo­ 
mat, who made his Washington 
debut with a black cat act. 
Spanish Cotton 
The State Department will not 
admit it yet, 
but 
information 
has 
leaked back 
from Madrid 
strongly indicating that the quar­ 
ter of a million bales of cotton 
which the Export-Import Bank 
is financing for General Franco 
are being shipped on to Germany. 
Cotton is one of the most im­ 
portant raw materials needed by 
Hitler in wartime, and sev eral 
hour, especially now while immir 
nent dangers of war threaten our members of the Roosev elt cabinet 
great occidental civ ilization.

In the attempt to discov er a 
workable philosophy of life, it is 
necessary to withhold final de­ 
cision 
until 
all 
the 
facts are 
known, then after due delibera­ 
tion to arriv e at a reasonable de­ 
cision. 
This furnishes the motiv e 
for action. 
The Institute of the 
Philosophy of Christianity is an 
adv enture in religion. 
We hav e 
no bones to pick, no dogmas to 
defend. 
There are no restrictions 
placed upon those 
who 
attend, 
than they listen courteously to the 
speaker as he presents a new v iew­ 
point in an attempt 
to 
liberate 
from misconceptions, superstition, 
and traditional fallacies. 
Man is 
what he thinks. 
If he is wrong, 
the correct understanding of his 
problems will set him free—free 
to think, to act, to reconstruct 
the social chaos. Those who con­ 
demn the modern approach 
to 
truth need not fear results. 
We 
endeav or to substitute practical 
ideas, rather 
than 
wreck 
con­ 
fidences. 
Economics 
is 
the practice of 
ethical ideals in social relation­ 
ships. If it is possible to discov er 
a higher standard of social ethics, 
we can more easily solv e economic 
problems, the two are inseparate. 
We cannot legislate prosperity. An 
economic law is not a matter of 
pure mathematics. 
A law which 
restricts liberty, forbids the free 
use of personal talents, limits the 
av enues of 
employment, 
under­ 
mines our American institutions. 
A capitalistic monopoly is as great 
a menace as a closed shop or col­ 
lectiv e bargaining. 
The extreme 
right is just as unAmerican as the 
extreme left. 
It is reasonable, 
therefore, that a group 
of 
in­ 
div iduals should feel the need of 
seeking the balance between the 
right and left wings of society. 
This is the purpose of the Insti­ 
tute of Christian Philosophy. 
It 
has no claim for its existence 
apart 
from 
the attempt to (re­ 
think) the Christian program of 
social liv ing and economic justice. 
Hence, it is essentially an educa­ 
tional unit. 
With this objectiv e, we refuse 
to become inv olv ed in a theologi­ 
cal controv ersy.

Man

The Bible has played 
a v ery small part in the ev olution 
of society. 
It is comparativ ely a 
modern book, not a word of it was

ov er 3500 years ago. No 
person with a comprehensiv e v iew 
of the univ erse will say that primi­ 
tiv e man is a “ lost soul” . It is an 
insult to Omniscience to think a 
God of Lov e would condemn mil­ 
lions of souls, because they did 
not believ e the contents of a Book 
which had nev er 
been 
written 
Our critics may continue to hurl 
unintelligible proof texts from the 
Bible, 
but 
we refuse to believ e 
such injustice can be attributed to 
a Reasonable Being. 
The foun­ 
dations 
of 
the 
Philosophy 
of 
Christianity are based on natural 
law and reason—not the unna 
tural, miraculous speculations of 
theology originating from a liter 
ary fetish. 
It is possible for a 
person to be a Deist, instead of a 
Theist—a true Christian without 
being 
orthodox 
or 
traditional. 
Christianity is primarly a social 
science. 
Philosophy is the dis- 
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PLAIN TALK ABOUT 
FREE SPEECH 
I see that my old colleague, 
Maury Mav erick, now mayor of 
San 
Antonio, has been 
hav ing 
his troubles. 
I pass no judgment 
upon the situation there. 
I know 
too little about it. 
But the time has 
some plain talk about free speech. 
..nd especially about the obliga­ 
tions and 
reciprocal 
decencies 
that 
should 
be 
felt by 
those 
who claim the protection of the 
American Constitution. 
T believ e in the right of an 
American citizen to express any 
honest criticism of gov ernment. 
It is a safety v alv e for free in­ 
stitutions. 
I believ e in a gov ern­ 
ment of discussion and debate. 
I believ e in ah that Milton, Vol­ 
taire and J efferson said on this 
subject. 
I don’t want to liv e in 
a country whose citizens are not 
protected in criticising the acts 
of public officials, howev er pow­ 
erful. 
“ Freedom of speech does 
not mean freedom only for the 
thought we like, tut freedom for 
the thought we hate,” to quote 
J ustice Oliv er Wenuell Holmes. 
Otherwise there is no freedom. 
One speaks then, if at all, not 
as a matter of right, but as a 
matter of permission.

fusal to permit Norman Thomas 
to speak in hL bailwick, a right 
since v indicated by the supreme 
court of the United States. 
But Norman Thomas, while a 
Socialist, believ es in democratic 
processes. 
He does not adv ocate 
v iolence. 
He would argue 
his 
case to the people. 
If 
can 
conv ince a majority that his pro_ 
gram is right, and you and 1 
can’t conv ince them that it is 
wrong, he is entitled to win. 1 e 
people, through their constitution­ 
al majorities, and by c°ns^ltu* 
tional means, are entitled to hav e 
whatev er 
kind 
of 
gov ernment 
they want, to change the Con­ 
stitution itself if they wish. 
You and I may not agree with 
that majority. 
We may think 
it is wrong, that its program is 
dangerous to the people them­ 
selv es. 
And we may be right 
Yet we a minority, who, let us 
say 
lost the debate, 
hav e 
no 
moral right to prev ent, by force, 
the execution of the majority s 
will 
Our obligation to the truth 
we believ e in is to continue the 
debate, protected by the toler­ 
ance of the majority and the 
American 
Constitution, 
in the 
hope that we can still persuade 


interested lov e of wisdom.

them that we are right, they 
wrong. 
Such is democracy. 
But there 
a .e those in our land who don’t 
believ e in democracy who will 
not patiently submit to the proc­ 
esses of democracy to get rid of 
democracy. 
How about them? 
These people are either aliens 
or citizens. 
The two fall in dif­ 
ferent classes. An alien is on our 
soil only 
by 
our permission. 
While here he has certain rights. 
But 
he 
has 
no 
constitutional 
right 
to 
stay. 
We 
can constitu­ 
tionally 
tell 
him 
to 
get 
out, 
something we cannot tell a citi­ 
zen. It seems clear to me, there­ 
fore, that as a condition to his 
staying 
we 
would 
be 
entirely 
within our rights were we to say 
to him that he is the guest of 
this gov ernment and we will notp 
permit him to adv ocate Commun­ 
ism, 
for example, 
ev en 
if he 
does 
not 
adv ocate its establish­ 
ment by 
force 
and 
v iolence. And 
we are clearly right to forbid 
any agent of any foreign power 
to finance the spread of foreign 
propaganda in this country, ev en 
if by methods otherwise lawful 
and peaceable. 
As a sov ereign 
gov ernment we may protect our 
sov ereignty, 
and 
out 
own in­ 
stitutions. 
The case of the citizen is dif­ 
ferent. 
He, 
also, 
cannot 
ad­ 
v ocate ov erthrow of gov ernment 
by v iolence. 
But outside of v io­ 
lence, or incitment to v iolence, 
the law rightly protects his free­ 
dom. 
This is his gov ernment, as 
well as yours or mine. 
It is not 
the alien’s gov ernment. 
The cit­ 
izen has a right, where the alien 
has only a permission, which may# 
withdrawn. 
But how about the reciprocal 
decencies of 
the 
citizen 
Com­ 
munist? 
He wants freedom to 
tear th’s gov ernment down. 
But 
he is perfectly willing, and would 
if he had the power, deny free­ 
dom to those who would uphold 
this gov ernment. 
He does not 
believ e in discussion. He believ es 
in 
force, 
v iolence,

ac­ 
tion,” 
the 
pineapple, 
sabotage, 
mass picketing. 
He has no in­ 
tention of playing fair. 
Free­ 
dom to him is his sacred civ il 
right, but not his civ il obligation. 
These 
smirking 
hypocrits wrap 
themselv es in the flag while cut­ 
ting it to ribbons. 
For example, while policemen 
are asked to risk their liv es to 
preserv e 
the free adv ocacy of 
class warfare by gentlemen of 
this kidney, 
wage-payers

talk 
with wage earners. 
And 
ev ery red and pink in this land 
v iolently insists on packing that 
board and its personnel with his 
fellow trav ellers so as to control 
its decisions, and v iolently objects 
to any change in the rules of 
that board or of the law that 
established it. 
It is time for these gentlemen 
to realize that there is one thing 
th ? American people insist on, 
and that is fair play. 
They had 
better recognize soon that they 
hav e duties under the old flag as 
well as rights. 
And they might 
read with profit Abraham Lin- 
coir’s words, “ Those who deny V 
freedom to others, deserv e it. not 
for themselv es, and under a just 
God, cannot long retain it.**
